LA 2024 Olympic Bid One Step Closer

On Wednesday, the City Council approved a motion to authorize Council 
President Wesson to sign the Host City Contract if we are selected by the IOC, 
providing a financial guarantee to cover any net financial deficit. This is the final 
step in the selection process to host the games. The IOC will make a 
determination in September. Los Angles needs these games to keep us united 
against the political turmoil that exists outside of our sunny filled City. The games 
represent an opportunity to celebrate the diversity that exists, not only in this 
nation, but on a global scale. We look forward to getting that call in September

Honoring Dodgers Manager Dave Roberts

On Wednesday, Councilmember Cedillo honored the Dodgers Manager, and 2016 
Manager of the Year, Dave Roberts. David Ray Roberts is a former Major League 
Baseball outfielder. He played for five Major League teams over a ten-year 
career, and coached for the San Diego Padres. Roberts was named the 28th 
manager in Dodger franchise history on November 23, 2015, becoming the 10th 
skipper in Los Angeles Dodger history and the fourth to both play and manage. 

He became the first minority manager in Dodger franchise history. Roberts was 
named National League Manager of the Year on November 15, 2016, receiving 16 
of 30 first-place votes, to join Hall of Famer Tommy Lasorda as the only managers 
in Dodger history to win the award since its inception in 1983. He also is the first 
manager of Asian descent to win the award.

On Wednesday, Councilmember Cedillo chaired the first Immigrant Affairs ad-hoc 
committee for the City of Los Angeles. He was accompanied by committee 
members: Huizar (Vice Chair), Martinez, Ryu and Price. 

The agenda included items that require report backs, most of which will return to 
committee once approved by council. The last item on the agenda allowed for 
public testimony from LAPD, LAUSD, LACCD, and various community 
organizations. The standing room only crowd, was a testament to the importance 
of the issue and the leadership of the council for creating it. 

Celebrating 25 Years of Peace in El Salvador

Today, Councilmember Cedillo was joined in council by the Consul General of El 
Salvador, Mercedes Lopez Pena, and Salvadoran community groups, to honor the 
25 th anniversary of the El Salvador Peace Accords. The Chapultepec Peace 
Accords brought peace to El Salvador in 1992 after more than a decade of civil 
war. The treaty was negotiated by representatives of the Salvadoran 
government, the rebel movement FMLN, and political parties, with observers 
from the Roman Catholic Church and United Nations. Today we celebrate brighter 
days, but although this war is over, its effects are still felt today.

Councilmember Cedillo received a letter from LAPD regarding a problem location 
in the Mount Washington Area known as "Kite Hill." This area has had a 
persistent problem with vehicles pulling off the road and parking on the unpaved 
shoulder, or side of the road. They have received various complaints from local 
residents in this area about illegal activity and disturbances, and the large 
amount of trash that is frequently left behind by solicitors.
